Do not leave this 
road before then. Exit 7 puts you on Rosemont Ave.,on which you turn right for about a 
city block, to a small road on the left, Shookstown Road. Take it to Old Receiver Road. 
Turn right there to our lane, several blocks, with our number on the large mailbox at 
it 8 end. The lane goes to our home only. 

A few landmarks. You will have been in a valley until you start going up Gambrill 
fountain in the village of Shookstown. About three of four city blocks after you start 
ascending O^d Receiver Road is the first road and it is on your right. About a city 
block on it i3 a fork. Stay to the left, going down a short, steep S-curve. The mail 
box is about where the road starts uphill again.
